Hugh Heniv Byrne, chief of the 
La Crosse police department for the 
last seventeen years, 
and

country as one of the ablest of police 
heads, died this morning at 
6:20 
o’clock at the St. Francis hospital, 
following an operation for gall stones 
performed at the institution on Oct. 
5. 
Chief Byrne also was afflicted 
with jaundice. 
He rallied from the 
operation, and grew stronger until 
Saturday morning, when he began 
to fail. 
Saturday nigh*- and 
Sunday 
the 
chief grew wo se, dying this morn­ 
ing surrounded by friends, and rela­ 
tives. 
His wife was present at his 
bedside when he died. 
Chief Byrne was stricken about six 
weeks age, but was ill ct his home 
less than 
week. 
A few days’ rest 
sufficed to restore him partially, but 
he was stricken again later, and an 
operation was deemed necessary to 
eave his life.

The slipways b^ve to lie m a d e as 
smooth a n i as flipper* as it is pos­ 
sible to make them, so that nothing 
shall prevent the battleship from glid­ 
ing into the water safely.
